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LITERARY ANNUALS AND GIFT BOOKS, AMERICAN AND ENGLISH: 
A BIBLIOGRAPHY.

' PREFACE. 


During the last few years the revival of interest in 
the literary annuals and gift books issued during the 
early half of the nineteenth century has been quite 
marked. Libraries are collecting them as representing 
an interesting phase, not elsewhere to be studied, of the 
literature and art of America and England fifty years ago. 
Collectors seek them for the first editions of important 
authors which they contain and for their engravings by 
noted artists and engravers of the period. 

This “annual” literature was published in such 
quantities during the thirties and forties that it can well 
be called a craze or mania, just as in recent years a 
wave of “pigmy”’ magazines or ‘‘fadazines’’ swept over 


us. 

The “gift books” and “‘tokens’’ are, however, a much 
more interesting phase of printing than these recent 
“‘chap-books,”’ Sor the best of them really contained 
much of value both to literature and art, and no expense 
was spared by their publishers, who dressed them for 
the holicay trade in elaborately embossed and decorated 
bindings, and often with border designs upon the pages. 

The reign of “gift books’’ was supreme in both Eng- 
land and America from about 1823 to 1855. After the 


latter date few were issued except reprints of former 
successes, and by 1870 the last vestige of this sort of 
ae had disappeared from the publishers’ cata- 
Ogues. 


This style of ‘“‘gift’’ probably originated on the con- 
tinent of Europe in the “‘Almanacs”’ and “ Pocket- 
books,’’ which had obtained a large sale in Germany in 
the early twenties. The value of these little publica- 
tions was seen by English publishers, and ornate bind- 
ings were added. Thus were born the “ Forget-me-not ” 
and “‘The Keepsake,’’ which were issued annually for 
many years. In the United States the “ Atlantic 
Souvenir ”’ and “Gift ’’ were planned in imitation of the 
English gift books. Like all successes, these pioneers 
soon had a host of imitators, some very good and full of 
original matter of value; many cheap and tawdry in 
their make-up, and with no claim to any literary or 
artistic merit, except in so far as they borrowed either, 
with or without permission, the illustrations and articles 
of their neighbors. 

In the height of this mania for gift books, many hun- 
dreds of different titles were put upon the market, and 
doubtless the annual sale was well up in the thousands 
of copies. 

The “ Literary Annual ” is a species of book distinct 
from all others, and can be recognized usually at a 
glance. The rule on which all were made may be 
generally stated as follows:— 

(a) Miscellaneous contents,— prose: essays and stories; 
and poetry. 

(b) From five to twenty-four engravings, or colored 
plates. 

(c) An inscription or presentation plate and title- 
page, engraved or illuminated. 

d) Eccentric, embossed bindings, heavily gilt, or 
sometimes inlaid with mother-of-pearl. A few used 
silk covering in place of leather. 

(e) Titles were names of flowers, plants, of gems, with 
nearly always a sub-title reading “A Christmas, New 
Year’s or Birthday Present.” 

While the chief interest in these annuals is doubtless 
on account of the many early contributions by after- 
ward fafmous authors and artists, they have also an 


absorbing interest to the bibliographer from the many 
variant editions which, in America, were put upon the 
market. The English publishers seem never to have 
been tempted to resort to any such means of increasin 
their suite, for we find but two or three cases (an 
these all with proper credit given) of re-issue, in another 
form, of matter published previously. In the United 
States, however, this custom of the publishers was much 
indulged in. 

One cannot fail to notice, even on a limited perusal, 
that the same steel engravings are made to do service 
over and over again, sometimes with the titles erased, 
again with new titles given them. A more careful ex- 
amination of the American field will show not only this 
repeated use of plates, but also a habit—confined to two 
or three publishers—of re-issuing an entire book under 
an entirely new title, with new pictures, but the same 
text. The most charitable conclusion we can reach 
is that the old stereotype plates were sold by the former 

ublishers when the ba. had been out several years. 
n most cases these re-published books are easily dis- 
covered, often the preface speaks of it under its old 
name, or has the new name inserted so clumsily as to 
be at once apparent as an interpolation. Almost al- 
ways the title of the first article discloses the parentage 
of the book, but sometimes the foster-publisher changed 
not only title and preface and pictures, but even the 
first article, and succeeded no doubt in selling many 
copies to an pee ge —_ as “ a new annual.” 
he compiler of this bibliography became interested 
in these little books some eight years ago and began 
making notes of all annuals coming to his attention, col- 
lecting in that time from auctions and various sources a 
library of some 450 volumes. In this search he made 
use of the lists in New York Public Library Bulletin of 
July, 1902, and Boston Public Library Bulletin, Oct., 
1893. These, with the lists of English annuals in The 
Papers of the Manchester Literary Club, for 1897, pp. 
433-7, seem to be the only printed lists available, and no 
one of them is complete, covering as it does but an indi- 
vidual collection. 

In view of the increasing interest in this subject, this 
bibliography should prove of value to collectors, givin: 
as it does the many variant editions, and changes o 
name socommon inthe American publications. While the 
compiler makes no claim to completeness,he feels sure 
that nearly the entire output is recorded, as he has ex- 
amined carefully at first hand the collections in all 
libraries which hove any considerable number. Users 
of this bibliography as a check-list should, however, take 
entries which are followed by an asterisk (*) as very 
doubtful. They represent merely titles and dates 
= from catalogues and not seen. They are doubt- 
ess in many cases the result of misprints. Any ad- 
ditions or corrections that anyone can send will be 
very welcome, and be used for a subsequent supple- 
ment. 

I wish to here express my grateful thanks for oppor- 
tunity afforded me to study the volumes in all the 
libraries I have visited in this quest, especially The New 
York Public Library, The Library of Congress, The 
Boston Public Library, The Boston Athenaeum, and 
The Philadelphia Mercantile Library, where every 
facility was placed at my disposal.
